| Before the invention of the steam 


engine, water power was the great 
source of industrial activity in all 
countries in the world. With the com- 
i of Watt's wonderful machine, a 
ra change was made. The 
streams all over the British Isles on 
which mills had been situated, around

to their primeval state. The dams 
crumbled away, the water wheels rot 
ted, and the manufacturing villages 
went to decay.

In England, which has enjoyed the 
cheapest coal of any country in the

The development of these util- 
ities, for example, the equfpaient and 
extension of lines of street cars, will 
be much more rapid, of a much higher 
order, and render much better service 
in private hands than can be the case 
under public ownership. The fact is, 
human nature will have to undergo a 
very thorough regeneration before 
these operations generally will be as
